They  must  be  addressed  to  the  Secretary,  and  accompanied  with  a  note, 
describing  them  as  they  are  meant  to  be  inserted  in  the  Catalogue  ;  (no 
advertisement,  unnecessary  quotation,  or  narrative_,  can  be  admitted).  At 
the  back  of  each  Frame  must  be  written  the  Name  of  the  Artist,  and  the 
Number  (if  there  are  more  than  one)  to  which  it  refers  in  his  List :  par- 
ticular accuracy  is  requested  in  this  respect. 

The  Frames  of  Miniatures  whose  greatest  dimension  is  six  inches,  must 
not  exceed  two  inches  in  width  and  one  inch  in  depth ;  and  must  not,  in  any 
case_,  exceed  two  Inches  and  a  half  in  width,  and  one  inch  in  depth.

and  discoursed  to  a  numerous  assembly,  including  many  of  the  clergy, 
when  "such  was  the  influence  of  his  doctrine,  that  the  provost,  bailies,  and 
inhabitants  harmoniously  agreed  to  set  up  the  reformed  worship  in  the 
town.  The  church  was  stripped  of  all  images  and  pictures,  and  the 
monasteries  were  pulled  down."
